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Unfair to Public 

„ QREAT public disappointment prevails in the re¬ 
fusal of the provincial premiers of B.C., Alberta 
and Ontario to discuss the .Row-ell-Sirois report. They 
have also to justify themselves for spending; of public 
money to go to Ottawa wfyh their entourage when all 
they intended to say was “No.” They T&hld have said 
that by wire. But aside from this, the public had hoped 
that through open, debate, further information might 
develop on certain phases of the report which are as yet 
somewhat vague in the average mind. These three 
premiers, taking a stand in direct opposition to a great 
proportion of the people whom they represented, should 
have had the courage to expose their arguments to de¬ 
bate in Ottawa, and to public judgment'. If their reals- , 
ons for opposition were firmly based on national good, 
•why the refusal to sit in on discussions ? 

The Sirois’ report advanced ■proposals for solution of 
some of the great national problems which have been a 
cause of irritation between provinces and dominion. Tt 
is conceivable that not all leaders should agree that 
these recommendations are the answer to the problems, 
but the bald refusal even to discuss them was an inex¬ 
cusable affront to'the dominion to other provincial lead¬ 
ers and to the people of Canada in general. 

- To mention just one feature of the Sirois’ proposals 
—the suggestion that unemployment relief is a federal 
problem- This is the very point that municipalities and 
provinces have been trying to drive home for the past 
ten years. Responsibility for7unempIoyed employables 
shifting from province to province, has been tossed back 
and forth amongst.governm.ents, an outrageous example 
of inefficiency, reluctant responsibility and waste. Un- 
... der the B.N.A. Act (which has suddenly become such a 
fetish to obstructionists) relief is a responsibility of the 
province, which loses no time passing it on to muni- ' 
cipalities. It is true the federal government has come 
to the rescue in relief, but this has been a voluntary ges-. . 
ture, and a. .recognition that moderfi conditions hav'e 
made unemployment national in. obligation, though sec¬ 
tional in nature. 

On this one point alone, the Sirois proposals merit’d 
discussion. What piyjvincial sacrifice did the Dominion 
ask in accepting full federal responsibility for unem¬ 
ployed employables? Would municipalities be relieved 
of any part in handling this phase of relief? Who would' 
decide if a man was employable or indigent ? 5 

It is possible that at the moment the unemployment 
problem does not loom so largely. But it takes no imag~ 
ination to realize that it is going to be a truly monstrous 
burden when the' War is over. Only by. a Federal plan 
of work and placement can it’ be handled. Are the men 
laid off by lapse In war industry, me the returned s61d- 
iers to be cast back on municipalities as primarily their 
problem. Have those provincial premiers who refused 
even to discuss the Sirois plans for unemployment re¬ 
sponsibility, got some well ordered scheme for absorb- _ 
ing their unemployed provincially? Or are we going 
to go back again to the old cruel, planless stupidities 
of’the past in dealing with unemployment. The Sirois 
plan did not solve unemployment, blit it at leflSt sug¬ 
gested centralizing responsibility. 

All Very Confusing 

\ short time ago, a series ofatticles ran in Canadian 
■^papers setting forth in painstaking 'detail the 
faults and-frailties of the American planes wjjich are 
being sent over to Kngland. There was much criticism, 
ipnarently*TrhTi’. authentic sources, pf-their failure to 
stand up to modern war. demands, athithe j^jpiwssion 
conveyed was that they were a great disappointment to 
the British and were of use onlynn training camps. The 
articles seehied to carry a message of comfort^to the 
enemy. Perhaps that was the intention—misleading 
comfort.

Lapointe supported them, but were careful to say they 
feared such legislation was ultra vires. When Mr. King 
came back to power he did not waif for any private person 
to question its validity. He took it to the courts himsell 
and instead of sending Mr. Rowell, he sent a lawyer with 
but little experience before the Privy Council. The acts 
were declared ultra vires, but Mr. King claimed he could 
get the provinces to agree to surrender their powers in 
such matters as unemployment insurance to the federal 
authority, lie might have been able to do so then bqjf ire, 
preferred .the dilatory arid costly course of a royal com¬ 
mission, and in the meantime- arose his feud with Hepburn 
who thinks he won a political victory. But as we said a* 
the start that depends on whether Mr. King wished the 
Sirois report to carry_This we doubt. 

W hen Premier King rose to address the Conference, lie- 
fated nine other Premiers but none of them wonder-ed why 
Dr. Sirois had not refeired to this as one cause of our 
economic condition. But then theie is nothing.in the re¬ 
pp-1 to show how easily that condition be improved by 
managing our national railways as a business enterprise 
instead of an eleemosynary .institution.

impassioned admirer of Richard Wag¬ 
ner and his compositions, and curious¬ 
ly was a great personal friend qf the. 
Wagner family. Friedlinde Wagne--, 
the 21-year-old granddaughter of the 
immortal Richard, escaped recently to 
England, and Beverley Baxter, writ¬ 
ing of her in Maclean’s, tells of the 
Hitler tie-up with the Wagner fam¬ 
ily. The' refugee, .Friendlinde, told 
Baxter that her father was the only 
son of the composer Richard. Her mo¬ 
ther was an Englishwoman, and tfte.V 
home was in Munich. One day a 
strange little man called to pay his 
respects to the descendants of the 
great Composer. This strange little 
man was Hitler and to him Richa r J 
Wagner was a god. 'trie.Wagner 
family were entertained by his politi¬ 
cal theories and gave him money. This 
was 16 years ago. Later, when Hitler 
was on the run, he was hidden in the 
Wagner home, and when he went.to 
ptison, they supplied him with ink 
and paper to write Mein Kampf. . 

As time went on, the daughter of 
the hoitse, Friedelinde,« grew older, 
and she began to form her own im- 
pression%_of Hitler. She kept a diary 
of his'visits and what he said. Sudden¬ 
ly her admiration turned to contempt. 
She saw that vanity had disordered 
his brain, and his fine dreams were 
lost for power. When she said Rib- 
bentrop was a fool,- he was at great 
pains to -explain why Ribbentrop was 
greater than Bismarck. She told Hit-

ler Britain would fiffht, and he pa¬ 
tiently explained why Britain would 
never fight. The break in her associa¬ 
tion wiUv^litler came when he' began 
Jew-baiting. In 1030 -ahe went to 
Switzerland refusing to return to 
Germany and is now in England seek¬ 
ing some type of service for her coun¬ 
try, against Hitler. She feels that the 
Nazi leader, is under an insane delus¬ 
ion, and a-terrible force for evil.

One of the handicaps suffered by 
the government of this Dominion is 
the necessity inyiosed upon it of print¬ 
ing every official announcement and 
form in two languages. It is a tenden¬ 
cy, however, that appears to be stead-, 
ily increasing and adds not only to the 
national expenses but results in con¬ 
stant confusion. The dual language 
was one of the conditions upon which 
the confederation of the provinces, 
was entered into, and even the sugges¬ 
tion that in the interests of a greater 
economy and efficiency it be now 
abolished might piobably be regarded 
as other than the spirit of tolerance. . 

In this connection it is of interest 
to note that gome weeks ago the edi¬ 
tor of a" Montreal French language 
weakly newspaper, in an address be¬ 
fore a' service club convention in Tor¬ 
onto-spoke strongly in favor of one 
language. H£ deplored that “we 
in Canada have not been able to ar¬ 
range things so that the language 
spoke)}. by the majority of North 
Americans, the language that is spok¬ 
en exclusively by 135,000,000 inhabi¬ 
tants,' would be the one spoken and 
understood by each and every individ¬ 
ual living on this continent.” 

When it is realized how indispen¬ 
sable an instrument language is and. 
how absolutely necessary it is to uni> 
fication, he expressed - wonder as to 
what the Fathers of Confederation 
were thinking of when they neglected 
so important a factor for concord and 
mutual understandings and also that- 
our politicians and educators of today, 
contrary-to all the dictates of common 
sense and -all the realities of life, up¬ 
hold and continue on with the chief 
ca'use of Canadian weakness and dis¬ 
cord.—Exchange. . s,
